The B,am Arkansas approached with the 


intention of engaging our gunboats but 
grounded at a distance of sis miles, and 
the Gth inst,, was engaged by the Essex 
and. destroyed. 


Brig. Gen. Clark and his aid Lt. Terger, 


delivered themselves to us as prisoners of 
war.
